Bail eraced by the Legidature of the State of Alirunescia:

Seciox 1. Thet for the purpoza of constructing a rail-
road from the Gity of Hustings, in the County of Dakota, in Aa'kority to
the Stato aforosaid, to a point of junction on the line of tha™*
Minnoapolis and Cedar Valley Railroad, the Oouncil of the
said city sball have power to issuo bonds under the cor-
porato seal of the city, and the signatures of the Mayor and
the City Clerk, to an amount not to exccod the sum of sev-
enty five thousand dollars (915,000), to be issued in such
denominctions, nnd to bo payable at such times and places
as shall be by tho said Conucil detrrmined, and to bear in-
tereat at tho rato of eight per cent per ennnm, payable
semi-annually.

the purpose aforesaid. The said ordinance shall declare the
agpregato amount of bonds to bo issucd—the time and
p of payment of the same, and the day of the said elec-
tion. Kvery such election shall be held at tho lplaee-, and
in the manner, and the inspection, coupting ani return of
the votes therent, sholl likewiso be made, in the manmer
providcd by law for the annual olection of the officers of
the snid city, and overy elector quolified to vote at such an-
nual clocticn, sbhall be entitled tv vote at each and evory
election herein provided for.

That on ihe ballot to be cast b’th."om “mdtm
every clcction, herein provided fur, shail be written or
priuted the words, ** For the Loan,® or “ Aguinst the Loan»
